cliero i« no doubt that if the iiroviueial 
government had carried out or at- 
tempted to carry out the views of tiie 
iocal Legi.slatiU'o by arranging,' with tho 
Dominion government and the railway 
contractor for the introduction of white 
inimigranis, no nei.'eshiiy for the ini- 
portalion of ten thousand tive liiindred 
Chinese for Uii> railway would have ex- 
iHted, as the railway contractor was 
not only prepared but was anxious lo 
employ white labor. 

The" Weekh) Mai.' of 25th May last 
contains a suniniary nf the action 
taken in the I>oniinion Parliament on 
tho Chinese q\ie.sti(jn in 187'.', fioiii 
v.hich wc extract the foilowini,'; 

"Mr. DeCosmos, on ItJih Aia il, \ 
iDoyed That tho petition of Noah 
Bhalt&pt^are and o! hers of liritish t.'o 
lumbia, praying for the passing of an 
Act to restrict furilier iinniii;ration of 
Chinamen; also tliat in the construc- 
tion of tiie Inter-colonial railway tlie 
I'lnplovnient of Chinese labor may 1 (> 
prohibited,' be referred to a select coin- 
tnittee to re|)ort on the same, and gen- 
erally on Cliinese labor and immigra- 
tion alTccting the Dominion. " 

Sir John A. .Macdonald, in favoring 
the appointment of the coininitlce, said; 
••This wa.s a matter that interested not 
only Canada but tho wliole of this 
continent, as his honorable friend had 
shown vei-y carefully. It also inter 
eated our sister colonies in Australia. 
It wa.=i well tiiat this whole siilijeci 
t>hould be carefully studied before the 
overmastering Chinese population came 
upon lis.'' 

It will he seen by this quotation 
from tho spoech of Sir John A. ..Mac- 
floriild that lie recognized the necessi- 
ty of dcaliiiij; with tho Chinese ques- 
tion before the country wa.s inundated 
with them. Nins nionth.s aflerward.s 
Mr. Walkein was sent to (Ottawa to 
come to "some satidfactory understand- 
ing between tho two governments with 
respect to railway matters, Chinese 
irauiigrution and the .subsidizing of a 
lino of vesselB between the caHtern 
province.", and this province.,' 

The intention of the Legislature was 
that 3Ir. Walkein should arrange to 
stop the influx of Cliinese; Hhould a)- 
ran?!.- wi-.h il..- Dominion government 
for a line ot steamers connecting at 
Panama with steamers on this side, 
bringing inunigrants and goods at lev 
ratoR lo llritisli I'ulumbia. 

Several gcntlemc-n interested in thi.'* 
proyincb, among iheia wo may nientiun 
Mos.sr.i. (Jri'i:.s'ii kimiu; and Cit \ wronn, who 
•v'/ure llion at (Itlawii, had |iri;.ssed the 
matter cin tlie ;uii;iilinn of the Dominion 
ininiKlers, who '.icro f.TVorably iniprossed 
with tho advantagi.'S (if tlio solicnu'. 'j'he 
path was made ea.'iy by the labors nf oili- 
eru for Jlr. Wai.kk.m lo satisfactorily ar- 
range for whito immigration, thus ren- 
dering iinncooP.sarj' tho advent on our 
shores of ten I hiiiis;\nd Chinc.si'. Cnfnr 
tunat<-dy for lii'-i province, and to hi.s 
lasting disgrace l-i it said, Afr. Wai.ke.m, 
instead of pressing tho object.s he was seiu 
to Ottawa to .arrange, turned his iniM.sion, 
at tho uxponiio of this province, into a 
holiday trip and , pleasure uxcursiun. 
Not a scrap of corrosiiondonce i-s to be 
found in the sos-sional i>a[ifrs rohiting to 
chocknig Chinese inniiigratioii and en- 
couraging that of wiiite pcoph: whilst he 
was at Ottawa. Jlu docs nut a[)puar to 
have penned a single line to any of tho 
ministers on either of these vital anbject.s 
to British Columbia. All tiiat cm -be 
foiuid arc a few lines written by Mr. 
Walkem after his loturn here, in which 
he professed to give tlio view.s of Sir 
JoUN. A. M.tcnoN.vLD on tho Chinese 
fiuoation, tho substance of which wa." 
that any logialation would "require impe- 
lia! canction," and "that the logifjlation 
proposed would ho .strongly opposed." 

'ITio quotation we have given from .Sir 
John A. 51 vCDO.vALii'sspeech nine months 
previously discredits the accuracy' of Mr. 
Walkbji's statement. Our opinion is 
that;S^^^Jol>^^ never so expressed him.-telf 
»a;»ttttod by tMr. W.vlke.w, but ihat Mr. 
W.iLKF.M, as usual, endeavored tn throw 
the failure arising from his own dis^'mce- 
ful negligence upon fioniobody elst-, and 
in this case a scapegoat Ls made of Sir 

JonN A. ilXCUON.M.D. 

•iSi^JoaN A. Macdon.^ld'.s opinions are 
kifown'' to be atrongly anti-Chinese. At 
Yorkvillo Sir Jou.v said "ho wa.i opposed 
Co the use of Cliiuese labor in America. 
It would bo wrong to enermragt: it in any 
way for tho purpo-ie of suporaeding whiti; 
labor." 

Knowing that labor in large quanlitiof 
woujd bo required in British Cohnnbia in 
l88r,-ii.waB for Air. W.alkkm, when in 
t>ttawa in 1880, to h.ave made arrango- 
raonta for steam communication with the 
eastern provinces, and a Viroad and cnni- 
prohensiye white immigration policy. 
That wail a part of the nurpoae of h'i.s 
mission, and yet not a tnitig was done 
.and not a word of mention of oven a con- 
voraation concerning subsidizing vessels 
or a3.=ii.^ting white immigrants ia to bo 
found in Mr. NVAi.Kt;>['s own report nf hi.s 
mission.' 

Mr. \yALi£u.\f'.s colleagues appear to have 
bqed-*ritogethdr' indifferent and never 
elicited any intormrtion from Mr. W.il- 
KESI.. Mr. Beavij.v, who can stop the 
l-iaymcnt of schodi or road money, pnirl 
promptly all Mr. ^VAL^;I;M'.s expenses, 
which wore large enough for a mission to 
London iii.'stcad of Ottawa. 

Since Jlr. Wjilkkm's disastrous mission 
the local govomment Hob dropped the 
Ohineao quoBtioila'nd 'let whito innuigra- 
tioQ Eevorcly alone.

'i'he arrival of thousands of Chinese this 
bpring w.as luokod ui>on with indith ienco 
by Jlr. Bi:avk.\, and ilu- alarmiie,' f.u-t 
was not even thought wovtiiy of mi-ulion 
to the Uoiniuion government. Incredible 
as tins may appear it i.s loo true. Head 
uiiat Sir .loiiN A. .\I iminalo .said .i 
iiiMiitii ago : 

'■ The governnicnl had /loi' been inform- 
ed of an over .vhebuing inthi.x of Chinese. 
He had noticed in ;if c-.s^xiyn'iv, tiiough, 
that several vessels had been chartered to 
bring over Chinese laborers to work on tho 
railway. He shared very much the feel- 
ings of those who objected to .^I^llgolians 
becoming permanent settlers. Theiv 
piL'selice, lie bidievr.d, wunhl liol lif a 
wholesome tiling for the uouulry." 

Had Mr. Hk'AVKN and his cidleagues 
shared the opinion of Siu Joh.n white , 
iimniitrants would be Hocking into the 
Country in thousands instead of Chinese, 
and tho ii'.oiiey expended upon the rail- 
way, now goiny tiy every .steamer to (^hina, 
would be circulating amongst all classes of 
this coiiinuinity, buildin<;up the city, do- 
veloi>ing manufactures and giving an hn--' 
petiis to industry. 

That the aiisurublc failure of amiiiiKtry 
we have will at the coming eliiclion be 
dismi.ssed from olliee ww .are certain. 
we regret is that ihe ideclors caiuioi ail 
miai.stor to them a just piinisluueiit arid 
send thcin toChiini.
